CO-OPERATIVE PLAN 
MEEK APPROVAL 


Washington,

House Agricultural Committee today 
approved the Haugen bill to establish 
a division of co-operative marketing 
inn the Department of Agriculture. 
The Fourth National Co-operative 
Marketing Conference went on record 
today as unanimously in favor of the 
Haugen bill, ami recommended 
the 
creation of a special committee 
t 
consider the surplus crop problem. 
Recommendations 
of 
the special 
comm't tee would be voted on by the 
co-operatives in a referendum and the 
result vote would be announced 
as 
the “expressed policy of the nation­ 
al council for the ensuing year”. 
In taking this action on the surplus 
phasfe of the farm relief question, the 
conference upheld the 
attitude 
of 
Robert W. Bingham, 
of 
Louisville, 
chairman of the 
National 
Cottmcil, 
and Aaron Sapiro, attorney 
for co­ 
operative 
marketing 
associations, 
that no pending legislation 
dealing 
with the disposal of the farmers' sur­ 
plus crops be approved. 
The special committee will consist 
of two members representing the cot­ 
ton co-operatives, two 
representing 
the tobacco associations, one 
repre­ 
senting co-operative associations han- 
dlling perishable commodities and tho 
counsel of the co-operatives’ council. 
It will report its findings to the Exe­ 
cutive 
Committee of 
the council; 
which in turn will submit the recom­ 
mendations to the members associa­ 
tions.

Th is week commemorates th e elec­ 
tion of th e unique and most p aradox­ 
ical convention in th e h istory of Mis­ 
souri. Th e creature of a legislature, 
its legal p owers uncertain, and 
its 
decisions of doubtful force unless rat­ 
ified by p op ular vote, it became 
a 
legislature itself, a government with ­ 
out restriction of p ower, and a body 
th at in p ractice ch anged constitution­ 
al law with out conforming to consti­ 
tutional p rocedure. 
Such 
was 
th e 
State Convention of 1861 wh ose nine­ 
ty-nine delegates 
were elected 
on 
February 18. 
Missouri never h ad a state conven­ 
tion wh ich more accurately rep resent­ 
ed th e wish es of h er citizens 
on 
a 
groat issue th an did th e first meeting 
of th e State Convention of 1861. Th e 
p eop le h ad elected th eir ablest lead­ 
ers, men wh o would h ave cast credit 
on any Mate. Among th em were Jan. 
H. Birch of 
Plalttsburg, James 
O. 
Broadh ead of St. Louis, A. W. Doni­ 
p h an of Liberty, Hamilton R. Gam­ 
ble of St. Louis, Willard P. Hall of 
St. Josep h , Joh n 
B. 
Henderson of 
Louisiana, J. W. McClurg 
of 
Linn 
Creek, E. H. Norton of Platte City, 
Samp le Orr of Sp ringfield, Joh n 
F. 
Ph illip s of Georgetown (later of Se­ 
rial ia), Sterling Price of Brunswick, 
Robert M. Stewart of St. Josep h , N. 
W. Watkins of Jackson, Robert Wil­ 
son of St. Josep h and Uriel Wrigh t 
of St. Louis. 
After th e secession of 
South Carolina on December 21, 1860, 
Missouri was facing 
a 
crisis, p er­ 
h ap s a social and economic cataclysr 
Th e commonwealth drafted its states­ 
men. 
Two weeks before, on January 
3, 
1861, two Missouri governors h ad re­ 
sp ectively voiced th e dual p osition of 
th eir p eop le. On th e morning of th at 
day Governor Robert M. Stewart in 
h is final address to th e Legislature 
said: 
“As matters are 
at 
p resent 
Missouri will stand to h er lot, and 
h old to th e Union so long 
as it is 
worth an effort to p reserve it” and “I 
Would h ere, in my last p ublic official 
act as Governor of Missouri, record 
my solemn 
p rotest 
against unwise 
and h asty action, and my unalterable 
devotion to th e Union, so long as it 
can be made th e p rotector of equal 
righ ts”. 
In th e evening of th at day, Gover­ 
nor Claiborne F. Jackson in h is in 
augural address said 
“Th e destiny 
of th e alaveh olding states 
of 
th is 
Union is one and th e same. 
So long 
as a state conntinues 
to 
maintain 
slavery with in h er limits, it is imp os­ 
sible to sep arate h er fate from th at 
of h er sister states wh o 
h ave 
th e 
same 
social 
organization. Missouri 
will not be found to sh rink from th e 
duty wh ich 
h er 
p osition up on

border imp oses; h er h onor, h er inter­ 
ests, and h er symp ath ies p oint alike 
in one direction, and determine

Legislature was p ersuaded to call 
State Convention ‘Uo consider

ferent States, and ith e 
Government 
and p eop le of th e Staite of Missouri 
and “to adop t

measures 
for 
vind eating th e sovereignty

State and th e p rotection of its insti 
tutions, as sh all ap p ear to th em to be 
demanded”, but “no act, or ordinance, 
or resolution of said Convention sh all 
h e deemed to be valid to ch ange...

Th e p ower for 
vindicating 
State sovereignty was a p ro-South ern 
clause, it later became 
a p ro-Union 
argument. 
Th e p op ular referendum 
restriction was a p ro-Union 
clause, 
it was needed as a majority of th e 
Convention was p ro-Union. 
Th e Convention 
met in Jefferson 
City on February 28th 
and former 
Governor Sterling Price was elected 
p resident. 
After a two-day 
session 
th e convention adjourned to St. Louis 
wh ere it met from March 4 to th e 22. 
It later h eld four 
more 
meetings, 
July, 1861; October, 1861; June, 1862 
and June, 1863. 
At its first meeting 
in February and 
March , 
1861, th e 
Convention carefully felt its way. Its 
resolutions sp oke for th e Union, com­ 
p romise and p eace. It was, as were 
Missourians, 
a 
conditional 
Union 
body. It would not say wh at Missou­ 
ri would do in case comp romise fail­ 
ed between th e North and th e South . 
Missouri h erself didn’t 
know. 
Th e 
radical Unionists 
and 
(th e 
radical 
States righ ts men knew wh at 
th ey 
would do, but th e majority of Mis­ 
sourians were conservative and want­ 
ed p eace and comp romise with in th e 
Union. 
But p olitical and military 
events 
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soon forced action. 
Blair and Lyon 
cut one knoit at Camp Jackson in May 
and another at th e Flankers Hotel in 
June. 
Price became h ead of (th e State 
forces, Governor Jackson and h is of­ 
ficials fled from th e 
Staite cap ital. 
Camp aigns and battles followed. 
Wh en th e Convention met again in 
Juily, it lacked itwenty-one delegates 
of its original number. Th e oM State 
offices, including seat« in th e legisla­ 
ture, were declared vacated, and

Provisional Government was formed. 
Th e Conv ention was th e Provisional 
Gov ernment, wh ich h ad now become 
a strong, conservative 
Union body. 
Hamilton R. Gamble and Willard P. 
Hall were ap p ointed governor 
and 
lieutenant-governor and served until 
1864. 
Th e new government needed mon­ 
ey, it sold bonds. 
Not all civil 
of 
ficers were loyal, th ey were now re­ 
quired to take an oath of ’oyalty to 
th e new government. 
Enforcement 
of th e laws was difficult, martial law 
was now p roclaimed. 
Missouri’s two 
United States senator h ad gone with 
th e South , two new senators were ap ­ 
p ointed. 
A test oath was required 
of all voters, officers, jurymen, 
at­ 
torneys, 
p reach ers, 
and 
teach ers. 
Th ese were some of th e significant 
p h ases of th e work of th e State Con 
vent ion during 1861 and 1862, wh ich 
resulted in th e 
maintenance 
of 
a 
strong Union government in Missou 
ri. 
Th e p eop le 
acquiesced th rough 
fear or ap p roved th rough ch oice. 
Th en came a 
break 
with in 
th e 
ranks of the Union sup p orters. Con 
servatives controlled th e government, 
but gradually th ere grew up a radi­ 
cal group th at favored more drastic 
measures. 
Th e 
new 
group , 
th e 
’‘Ch arcoals”, criticized th e conserva 
tive “Claybanks” for th eir p olicy of 
moderation in conducting « th e war. 
Emancip ation of th e slaves gained 
ground. 
Finally, to 
p revent 
more 
drastic measures 
being taken, 
th e 
Convention at its fifth and last raeet- 
inng, in June 1863, adop ted a resolu­ 
tion of gradual emancip ation freeing 
all Missouri slaves after July 4, 1870. 
Th e Sttate Convention was at 
an 
end. On th e wh ole it h ad given Mis­ 
souri 
a strong, conservative Union 
government. 
Th rough it th e 
State 
escap ed many of th e losses and dis 
comforts th at a more radical regime 
would h ave imp osed. 
Moreover, not 
only was a stap le government main­ 
tained with in fairly reasonable limit? 
considerinng th e waging of war, but 
th e Coiivention p rovided for th e 
or 
derly induction of a regular govern­ 
ment in 1862 with th e excep tion 
of 
th e executive officers wh o h eld until 
th e election of 1864.

Jefferson CSty, January 15.—“Dur­ 
ing the last ten years the trend 
in 
South 
Missouri

toward 
greater production of eggs and less 
| production of fowls”, says Noel Hall, 
poultry extension specialist 
of 
the 
Missouri. Poultry Experiment 
Sta­ 
tion at Mountain Grove. “South Mis­ 
souri produced nearly a million doz­ 
en more eggs in 1925 than in 
1915. 
For the same years there was a de­ 
crease in the number of fowls raised. 
This change is a profitable one, 
as 
eggs are produced more economically 
than fowls”, continued Hall. 
South Missouri has been handicap­ 
ped by lack of railroads and high­ 
ways, according to Hall. There 
are 
approximately 525 miles of railroads 
in the Missouri Ozark section. 
This 
means an average of only 33 miles to 
the county. Of these railroads only a 
total of 186 miles offer through serv­ 
ice, all the other lines being branch 
lines. 
“The highways and branch roads 
are rapidly being improved”, explain­ 
ed Hall. “With better roads will come 
quicker marketing, which

“The only way to train a dog la 
this: 
First teach him to obey you

ngain. always stopping when he gets 
confused. 
“Go step by step. Take your time. 
In a very little while you’ll find he’s 
enjoying it and that he’s learning as 
fast as you can teach him. 
It’ll pay 
In the long run. 
If you’d like me to train that pup 
to do a few simple tricks and a few 
necessary things, I*U drop around to 
morrow afternoon, when my work’s 
done, and begin his education.* 
The colonel was red and frowning 
But presently he blurted: 
“I suppose you’re right 
Maybe ft 
Is I wbo am the fool, and not the 
puppy. Come around. I*d—I*d like to 
watch you do It” 
“Good 1” approved Old Man Negley 
“Tomorrow afternoon. Till then, don’t 
try to make him do anything In the 
way of learning. Be gentle with him. 
Take him for a walk. 
Feed him bits 
of animal crackers. 
Make him forget 
he’a so afraid of you.

that’» such a give-away to the rotten 
neaa of a man as his cowed dog. 
“Not that I believe In spoiling a dog 
or giving him his own way. 
All my 
dogs have to mind me, and mind me 
on the Jump. But they can be taught 
to do It by love better than by boot 
toe.“

Necessarily, the caloric requirement 
of the child Is dependent on his 
temperament, since a child who plays 
hard and long requires more nourish­ 
ment than one who leads a quieter 
life. Rate of growth also has a bear­ 
ing on caloric requirements. 
The 
child who Is growing rapidly should 
be given more food to meet his caloric 
needs than the boy or girl whose 
growth Is normal. 
Mothers know the dally diet should 
consist of the essential foodstuffs, pro­ 
tein, carbohyrates, fata, minerals ano 
water. The Important thing for her la 
to learn the foods that contain these 
essentials in a balanced diet Below 
Is a well-balanced menu for any child 
six years old compiled by an authority 
on home economics.

A man was bellowing wrathfully, 
Somewhere on the far side of the fence 
Which parted the Veller yard from 
the grounds of Colonel Prouse, on 
Vine street.

•care him half to death and kick him, 
his baby brains has only Just room 
enough In it to know he’s In awful 
danger. 
'T hat pretty little grandchild of 
yours, 
now—the 
one 
who 
started 
school last week. 
Suppose she had 


come home the first day and told you 
the teacher had begun her education 
hy losing her temper at her and had 
ended up by screaming and swearing 
at her and by kicking her In the head? 
"The child would have done mighty 
little learning, with a teacher like 
that, wouldn’t she? Well, can you ex 
pect a six-month puppy to have more 
sense or to learn quicker than a six 
year-old child? If you granddaughter 
couldn’t learn her alphabet by being 
kicked In the head, how can you ex 
pect a puppy to learn to lie down or 
to ahake hands by that same kind of 
teaching? 
“You could keep your temper with 
groWn men.

r\IE T IT IA N 8 declare that the aver- 
age hoy or girl of four years 
should receive about forty calories a 
pound of body weight per day. The 
average weight of a child of four years 
Is forty pounds. Therefore the total 
caloric 
requirement 
would 
be 
ap­ 
proximately 1,600 calories. Calory Is 
merely the name for a certain meas­ 
ure of heat derived from tha burning 
of food. 
Necessarily, the caloric requirement 
of the child Is dependant on his 
temperament, since a child who plays 
hard and long requires more nourish­ 
ment than one who leads a quieter 
life. Rate of growth also has a bear- 
lng on caloric requirements. 
The 
child who la growing rapidly should 
he given more food to meet his caloric 
needs than the boy or girl whoee 
growth Is normal. 
Mothers know the dally diet should 
consist of the essential foodstuffs, pro­ 
tein, carbohyrates, fats, minerals ano 
water. The Important thing for her ts 
to learn the foods that contain these 
essentials In a balanced diet Below 
Is a w-ell-halanced menu for any child 
six years old compiled by an authority 
on home economics.
